The five wholesale liqu or dealers paid 
into the city treasu ry a total su m of 
$506, no cou nty license being r e ­ 
qu ired from them.

It would be well 
for all te a c he rs to put the ir pupils 
through a course of spelling ev ery few 
days, and also to teach them to read 
aloud. 
Reading, w riting and spelling 
should go hand in hand. 
T hose lack ­ 
ing these accom plishm ents a re not far 
rem ov ed from the illiterate class.

“ T he com m anding officer at V a lpa ­ 
raiso of the Chilean forces req uested 
the adm iral com m anding one of the 
E u rope a n sq uadrons on tha t station to 
say to me tha t unless the se refugees 
w ere su rrend ered they would follow 
my ship to sea with thre e 
cruisers 
and an ironclad nearly four tim es he r 
size and as soon as we got outside 
the m arine league they would heav e 
to and dem and the su rre nd e r of the 
fugitiv es. 
“ I told the adm iral I would not s u r ­ 
rend er the men. 
He Inform ed m e if 
the thre e big Chilean ships a tta c k e d 
m e m y little Y ork tow n would not last 
thirty m inutes. 
In reply I req u ested 
the adm iral to say to the officer com ­ 
m and ing the Chilean sq uadron tha t 
w hile my little ship m ight not la st 
m ore than thirty m inutes, ‘she will 
m ak e a lot of trouble while she is 
afloat.’ 
1 steam ed out of V alparaiso 
bay the next noon with all my re fu ­ 
gees on hoard and no ship of the 
C hilean sq uadron followed me.” 
T he Y ork tow n was m ad e the ta rge t 
for C hilean torpedo practice and E v ­ 
ans him self was nearly m obbed w hen 
he went ashore. 
He cleared his ship 
for action and notified the a u thorities 
tha t if they didn't prote c t him 
he 
Would protect himself. 
They prote c t­ 
ed him. 
How- E v ans gained the sobriq uet of

Judge Archbald warrant impeachment 
proceedings, has indicated its inten 
tion of undertaking the inquiry with­ 
out delay. 
In fact., subpenas already 
have been issued for all the witnesses 
who may be able to throw light on the 
reported sale by the Erie railroad to 
Edw ard J. W illiam s of Scranton, Pa., 
and Judge Archbald, of culm banks 
in Pennsylvania 
It is understood that 
George P. Brownell, vice president of 
the E rie railroad, w ill he subpenaed 
If the papers have not already been 
served upon him, and that W . P. How­ 
land, 
president of the Marion Coal 
company of Scranton, who originally 
made the charges against Judge Arch­ 
bald and others from the Pennsylva­ 
nia city will be called as witnesses. 
W illiam s has been quoted as saying 
that he had been unable to purchase 
the 
Erie railroad interest in 
these 
culm banks until after he had taken 
Judge Archbald in as an equal partner 
and Judge Archbald had had a talk 
with Vice President Brownell. Accord 
ing to W illiam s the Erie then agreed 
to sell its share in the culm hanks for 
$3,500. 
Other interests in the culm 
banks were purchased by W illiam s, 
who is quoted as saying that he and 
Judge Archbald were to have made a 
profit of about $30,000 through the sale 
of the entire culm banks to the Lack­ 
awanna & W yom ing Valley Co. 
The report which Attorney General 
W ickersham had made in the case at 
the request of President Taft does 
not, it is understood, contain any con 
elusions. 
If the full committee de­ 
cides that the evidence warrants im 
peachment 
proceedings. 
Chairman 
Clayton 
of the judiciary committee 
w ill be instructed to arise on his honor 
as a member of the house and declare 
that 
charges 
have

preferred 
which warrant action by the house 
The charges against Judge Arohbald 
would then be embodied in a resolu­ 
tion of the highest privilege which 
would have to be passed by a two- 
thirds vote of the house.

States senate, which sits as a court.

New Orleans Now Is in Danger Zone 


and Frantic Efforts Are Being Made 


to 
Strengthen 
the 
Great 
Dykes 


Which Protect the Lower Sections 


of That City — Conditions Up the 


River Arouse the Gravest Fears. 


New Orleans, M ay G.— To the in 
tense anxiety felt by the people of the 
lower Mississippi 
valley, where the 
greatest flood in several decades is 
sweeping down, two disquieting tea 
tures have been added. One was a hard 
rain which fell all along the district 
in which the weakened levees from 
Natchez, Miss., to the gulf are located. 
The other was a cold and dispassion 
ate statement by army engineers in 
charge of the levee work that as mat­ 
ters stand at present a break at any 
one of a dozen 
points undoubtedly 
w ill be accompanied by heavy loss of 
life, and that it seems impossible to 
get enough laborers to hold the dykes. 
The critical condition not only era 
braces such sections as the parts of 
the sugar district yet unflooded. Baton 
Rouge, Melrose, etc., but extends to 
New Orleans proper. 
W ork has been 
pushed on the Flood street levee, pro 
teoting the old French section, the 
most densely populated part of the 
city. 
Several of the city’s other levees 
are admitted to he in precarious con­ 
dition, but it was around Flood street 
that the big fight 
centered 
Flood 
street is fifty-five blocks below Canal 
street, and the vicinity is the lowest 
part of New Orleans 
Bayou 
Des Glaizes. Baton Rouge, 
M elville, Morganza and the lower city 
levees of New Orleans are the most 
seriously threatened points. 
Through 
the great Torras break the deluge now 
sweeps unimpaired, and there is no 
effort to stem It. 
This one crevasse 
alone has caused a dozen recorded 
deaths, and it is not known how many 
persons may have been trapped In tho 
interior of the country.
